More 
than that, Thureday’s developments 
enable Atlanta to face the committee 
with strengthened hope of persuading 
the committee that Atlanta is the log- 
ical city in which to locate a regional 
reserve bank for a district to be com- 
posed of the southeastern territory. 

_When the organization committee sits 
in Atlanta this afternoon at 2 o'clock 
it will be complete for the first time 


since its inception. 
Williams to Arrive. 

John Skelton Williams, comptroller 
of the currency, who has never yet 
sat with the committee, will arrive in 
Atlanta this morning at 6:45 o'clock. 
Becretary of the Treasury William G. 
McAdoo and Secretary of Agriculture 
David F. Houston will arrive at 11:55. 
Comptroller Williams will join the 
committee officially at the courtroom 
of Judge William T. Newman, in the 
federal building, when the hearing is 
opened there in the afternoon. 

Comptroller Williams left Washing- 
ton Thursday morning at 8:50 o'clock 
over the Southern road. When he ar- 
rives in Atlanta at the Terminal sta- 
tion this vonwcey Be he will be met by 
Joseph A. McCord and Dr. W. J. Bia- 
A membérs of the joint committee 
rom the Atlanta Clearing House asso- 
ciation and the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce. They will escort him in an 
automobile to the Georgian Terrace 
hotel, where he will await the ar- 
rival of Secretaries McAdoo and 
llouston.

Plans were made tonight by senate 
leaders for early adoption of a reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Lea, of 
Tennessee, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a Special senate committee to 
co-operate in the inquiry. 

Refusal of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville officials recently to submit cer- 
tain records for inspection by the 
commission caused tffe commission to 
appeal for a senate committee in 
order that jurisdiction might be estab- 
lished whereby contempt proceedings 
could be _ instituted if there were 
further attempts to defy the authority 
of the government. 

The attitude of the Louisville and 
Nashville officials was denounced to- 
day as “railroad arrogance and at- 
tempted defiance of constituted au- 
thority,” by Senator John Sharp Wil- 
liams, chairman of the committée on 
contingent expenses which will report 
the Lea resolution to the senate. Ac- 
tion on the resolution for.the appoint 
ment of a special committee may be 
taken tomorrow. 

F.lected From Bullding. 

In letter to Senator John Sharp 
Williams, Chairman Clark enclosed a 
memorandum by Commissioner Meyer, 
charging that Vice President Mapother 
forcibly ejected the agents while, at his 
order, certain files of the road contain- 
ine data on railroad passes and rec- 
ords of contributions to political cam- 
paignsa were being revised and sub- 
jected to “apparent secretion and de- 
struction.” 

In his 
Meyer said 


memorandum Commissioner 
examiners were sent to 
Louisville, Ky., to inspect records of 
the railroad with particular reference 
to information concerning amounts of 
money subscribed, expended or con- 
tributed for “maintaining political or 
legislative agents, or contributions to 
political campaigns and for creating 
sentiment in favor of any of the plans 
of any of said railroads,” and also the 
issue of passes. 


Denounced as Sples. 

That Mr. Mapother, in directing defi- 
ance of the government agents, de- 
nounced them as “spies” and threaten- 
ed to “lick” them and declared “we 
refused files to you people before and 
are not in jail yet,” was charged by 
Commissioner Meyer. 

“Information from our examiners,” 
wrote Commissioner Meyer's report, 
“has been to the effect that Mapother 
was the official under whose direction 
any of the subscriptions, expenditures 
or contributions contemplated by the 
resolution would be made and that date 
in regard thereto, especially records of 
subscriptions not yet paid, would most 
probably be found in his files. 

“Following this action our examin- 
ers were instructed to keep a close 
watch on the files to ascertain if pos- 
sible to what extent they were being 
altered. It soon developed, accord- 
ing to their report, that entire files 
were being removed and substantial 
portions of other files extracted. Two 
of the examiners endeavored to remain 
in the file room during the course of 
the revision, apparent secretion and 
destruction of these records, when Mr. 
Mapother entered and with an oath 
forcibly ejected each of our represent- 
atives. 

Denied Access to Building. 

“He also denied them access after 
regular working hours to the build- 
ing containing these files and boasted 
that his company had hitherto refused 
to furnish files to the commission with- 
out serious consequences, saying: ‘We 
refused files to you people before and 
are not in jail yet.” 

The commission was proceeding 
under a resolution by Senator Lea call- 
ing for an investigation of various ac- 
tivities of the Louisville and Nashville 
and some of its allied lines.

MRS. BOND TELLS STORY 
OF ALLEGED ASSAULT 


Declares the Blind Senator 
Threw Her on Bed and She 
Was Injured in Struggle. 
Woman and Her Witness- 
es Wanted Offices. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., February 12.— 
Mrs. Minnie B. Bond told a jury in dis- 
trict court here today of indignities 
which. she declared, she suffered at 
the hands of United States Senator 
Thomas P. Gore, of Oklahoma, and de- 
in detail an attack which she 
alleged occurred at a Washington 
hotel March 24 last, the dasis for the 
suit on trial in which Mrs. Bond asks 
$50,000 in damages. 

Three other witnesses, Dr. J. H. 
Earp, Kirby Fifzpatrick and T. &. 
Robertson, also testified today in cor- 
roboration of Mrs. Bond. 

Tn anticipation of hearing some spicy 
testimony, the courtroom was packed to 
its capacity, the audience including 
many women. 

Character of Mrs. Bond. 

Despite the ruling of Judge Clark 
yesterday that evidence as to incidents 


scribed 


in the past life of either of the liti-| 


gants was irrelevant, Attorney Gid- 
dings, representing Mrs. Bond, offered 
to let all the evidence as to Mrs. 
Bond’s character go before the jury 
without objection, provided the defense 
would not obiéct te evidence offered 
against the character of Senator Gore. 
Counsel for the defense did not reply 
to the proposition. 

Mrs. Bond was on the witness stand 
the greater part of the day. A search- 
ing cross-examination failed to cause 
her to change her testimony in any 
material feature. 

According to Mrs. Bond, she met the 
senator in Oklahoma several years ago 
and went to Washington last spring 
when her husband, Julian Bond, was a 
candidate for appointment as internal 
revenue collector here. She visited 
Senator Gore in the interest of her 
husband’s candidacy several times at 
his office, she said, and on one occa- 
sion charged that he seized her and 
another time grabbed her by the foot. 

Because of the number of men about 
the senator’s office she refused, she 
said, to make further visits there and 
by mytual arrangement met him at her 
hotel March 24 when, she alleges, 
caught hold of her, threw her across 
a bed and, in her efforts to free herself, 
her broken, her face 
scratched lacerated. On 
cross examination that 
health had been Impaired as the result 
of the alleged attack. 

Mrs. Bend Was Composed. 

In telling her story of the details of 
the allezed assault, Mrs. Bond was 
composed throughout. She first met 
the senator in 1909, she said, and again 
later at a reception in 
At this latter meeting 
she discussed the appointment of 
husband, Julian Bond, the position 
of internal revenue collector. At that 
time, she said, the senator talked fa- 
vorably of the appointment. 

The witness then related how she 
went to Washington in March, 1913. At 
a reception tendered by Mr. and Mrs. 
Gore to their Oklahoma visitors, she 
again broached the subject of the ap- 
pointment and the senator asked her 
to come to his office. 

Reaching the time of the alleged as- 
sault, the witness said she had tele- 
phoned Mr. Gore to come to her hotel, 
saying she did not like to wait in his 
office where there were so many men. 
When the senator arrived she went 
with him to a room occupied by James 
Jacobs, of Oklahoma. In their talk, 
she saic, the senator asked many per- 
sonal questions and tried to take her 
hand. 

Not That Kind 

‘Tt told him I was a 
of a woman from those 
associating with,’ said Mrs. 

She testified that Gore took 
her and tried to pull her toward him 
and that her ghasses were broken in 
the struggle, cutting her in the face. 
When he pushed her over on the bed, 
the bed covering was stained in sev- 
eral places. 

At this juncture, the witness said, 
T. KE. Robertson, of Oklahoma, entered 
the room, together with Jacobs and Kir- 
by Fitzpatrick, and she went to the toi- 
let to wash the blood stains from her 
hands and face. She declared the sen- 
ator followed her. and asked her to 
tell the men present there was noth- 
ing wrong. 

In concluding her direct examina- 
tion, Mrs. Bond testified she never had 
encouraged the senator in any atten- 
tions to her. She claimed her health 
had been impaired by the alleged at- 
tack.

TRAIN AND THE ESCORT

Mexico City, February 12.—Rebels 
today again cut off the oil supply from 
Tampico over the railroad into San 
Luis Potosi, this time emphasizing 
their work by the total destruction of a 
passenger train, wiping out the mili- 
tary escort and killing and wounding 
many passengers. 

At Las Canoas, miles south of| 
Cardenas, dynamite mines were explod- 
ed beneath a passenger train from 
Tampico. A battle between the federal 
escort of fifty and rebels ensued, in 
which all the federals were killed. 

Most of the passengers fied to the 
brush and some succeeded in reaching 
nearby stations. The train was de- 
stroyed by fire, after which the rebels 
tore up almost a mile of track.

his men were scouring the country 
southeast of here. 

Eleven prisoners, including Jose 
Maria Martinez, were brought into the 
Juarez cuartel. Reports that twenty- 
seven of the fugative recruits had been 
shot across the river from Ysleta were 
not confirmed. Martinez is said to be 
a relative of the federal general, Pas- 
cual Orozco. ' 

Four Mexicans rounded up by Cap- 
tain Davidson, of the Thirteenth caval- 
ry last night were ordered kept under 
close surveillance today. Juan Rod- 
riguez, one of the number, said that 
before the arrival of the American 
troops the Mexicans made off with 
twenty-seven horses. 

Nobody could be found to claim the 
horses saved by the arrival of the 
troops last night. 

Meanwhile General Hugh L. Scott, in 
command at Fort Bliss, instructed his 
officers to have nothing to do with the 
animals lest the army be put to the 
labor and expense of caring for them.

TRIAL OF 
MIRABEAU. 


Readers generally know Mirabeau as one 
of the great leaders of the French revolution. 
His efforts during those stirring times so 
completely overshadow other portions of his 
life that few are familiar with his many es- 
capades previous to that time. Mirabeau 
may be said to have been born to trouble. At 
an early age he quarreled with his father 
and fled from the parental mansion, but the 
old gentleman procured a “lettre de cachet” 
and imprisond him. 

When he was only eighteen and 
only passed his majority, Mirabeau married 
Ibmelie de Marignane. The parental funds 
having been cut off, for disubeving his fa- 
ther, the young ccuple had a stormy time of 
it, and debts piled up so rapidly that they 
soon became involved. When his father or- 
dered him to the Chateau d'If, he told his 
son, “You ought to be grateful to me for thus 
preventing your arrest—by imprisonment. By 
tihs means you will be securely enjoying his 
majesty’s hospitality, where barons and 
creditors can do you no harm.” 

But while he was confined at the Chateau 
his wife became enamored of a young Chev- 
alier. This was the beginning of the end 
of their wedded happiness. Mirabeau, upon 
being released from prison, shortly entered 
into a liaison with Madame Sophie de Mon- 
nier, whose husband was president of the 
Chambre des Comptes at Dole. There were 
such stormy'scenes in the de Monnier home 
that Mirabeau and Sophie decided to elope. 

The fleeing pair lived together at various 
places, finally arriving at Amsterdam. Here 
they were arrested in May, 1777.

of refuge in Besancan. 

The sentence which the court had pro- 
nounced against Mirabeau and Sophie in 1777 
was to take effect in five years’ time, unless 
before that. period Mirabeau had “purged his 
contumacy’’—that is, presented himself be- 
fore the court for the case to be heard afresh. 
On February 12, 1782, Mirabeau gave him- 
self up to the authorities at Pontalier and 
began his voluntary three months’ captivity 
in the filthy, crowded and infected prison, 
situated just over the council chamber where 
the judges were deliberating on his fate. 

His first examination took place on the 
very day of his arrival. On February 21 he 
was examined for ten hours. “What is most 
difficult to give any idea of,’ says Lomenie, 
“is his arrogance before his judges. Case? 
He had no case. His salvation must lie 
wholly in his wit and audacity. He said that 
Madame de Monnier had come willingly.” 

“The witnesses to my relations with her 
were in the pay of her husband,” said Mira- 
beau, “and as to the witnesses to my rela- 
tions wtih her over the frontier, a French 
court cannot take cognizance of things hap- 
pening in a foreign country, so 1 shall not 
reply to any question which has as its object 
things taking place out of the kingdom.” 

Haughty and contemptuous, before that 
day was done the accused had become the 
accuser, and the judges, baffled and bewil- 
dered, found themselves arraigned before 
their prisoner on a charge of the irregulari- 
ty of the legal proceedings on which he 
was being tried. 

In May prisoner and case were removed 
to Basancon to be tried there by the chamber 
of La Tournelle of the Besancon parliament. 
Here Mirabeau attacked Somborde, the mag- 
istrate, as suborner of witnesses, and as be- 
ing within the prohibited degrees of kinship 
to M. de Monnier, the defendant, and so un- 
fit to act in the case. 

Finally a compromise was suggested and 
it was decided that a favorable decision 
would be rendered on condition that Madame 
de Monnier should forfeit the privileges 
promised to her on her marriage. He only 
consented to a compromise after he had been 
able, as he said, ‘“‘to dictate the law to the 
judges. I came to terms? Yes! But when 
my enemies asked mercy.” 

On August 14, 1782 the verdict was de- 
livered. It completely annulled the sentence 
of 1777, on condition that Madame de Mon- 
nier remained in the convent at Gien until 
the death of her husband, and that she should 
forego her marriage settlement. It was a 
great triumph, and was soon followed by a 
still greater one at Aix, where Mirabeau 
again distinguished himself in his own de- 
fense against Emelie and his father’s con- 
duct towards him, and then the night of the 
revolution came and Mirabeau plunged heart 
and soul] into the great conflict.

The following indorsement of Atlanta for 
appointment as the regional reserve bank- 
ing center of the southeast appears this 
morning in The Wall Street Journal, of New 
York city:

Secretaries McAdoo and Houston are be- 
ing joined, Friday and Saturday, by Comp- 
troller of the Currency Williams, the newly- 
qualified member of the federal reserve 
bank organization committee, in Atlanta, 
where hearings will be held, with a view 
to fixing the boundaries of a federal re- 
serve district for the southern or the south- 
eastern of the United States, and 
selecting a city for the location of the re- 
gional reserve bank for such district. 

Aside from the logical geographical loca- 
tion of Atlanta, from whence the falling 
rains flow to each, the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Atlantic*ocean, and 140 passenger trains, 
on its 14 railroads penetrate over night, all 
of that great southeast portion of the coun- 
try—the fields and factories of which con- 
tribute, annually, to the nation’s wealth, 
near two and a half billions of dollars; the 
epeakers who will present Atlanta’s claims 
have assembled a most convincing mass of 
data, which has been carefully verified by 
expert accountants. 

Probably no such scrutinizing and search- 
ing stock-taking has ever before been un- 
dertaken locally; and the busy conservative 
leaders in the mercantile, manufacturing, 
railroad, insurance and financial field have 
been amazed in coming to realize that At- 
lanta’s growth in things commercial, indus- 
trial and financial have far 
its growth in population during the past 
10 and 20 vears: until, at the present time, 
proportionate attainments in building op- 
erations, wholesale and retail merchandising, 
postoffice receipts, bank clearings, railroad 
traffic, individual bank deposits, etc. ex- 
ceed those of over four-fifths of the larger 
cities of the country.

The Folly of Price Cutting. 


By John Lee Mahin. 


Producing a staple and: advertising and 
distributing it through every possible chan- 
nel is the biggest thing a manufacturer can 
do. It calls for more kinds of ability than 
any other kind cf commercial effort. It is no 
task for the quitter, the faint-hearted or the 
“piker.” 

Given an article of merit and a fair price 
(which means a margin of profit to all 
those necessgry in getting the maximum dis- 
tribution for it), an adequate national ad- 
vertising campaign will so entrench one 
manufacturer’s position that a competitor 
who makes equally worthy merchandise 
must spend many times as much for adver- 
tising in order even to divide the field with 
him. 

The danger in creating a staple, marketing 
it by advertising, and offering it to the con- 
sumer through all trade channels is that re- 
tailers will make a leader out of it, cut the 
price, and make it an 
Substituted for by all dealers 
that they must have a profit. 

The supreme court of the United States 
has been ruling against the manufacturer 
who wants to put a fixed reselling price on 
his merchandise. Some lawyers believe that 
the fact that a man can control the use of 
his name and can prevent others from sell- 
ing goods which purport to be his, will even- 
tually find legal expression in a decision 
which will give owners of trade-marks the 
right to determine the price the consumer 
shall pay for goods bearing that trade name. 
Present rulings proceed upon the assump- 
tion that the man who buys and pays for 
an article owns it absolutely and can give 
it away, or sell it for any price he can get. 

Salesmen have sometimes induced dealers 
to give up price-cutting on certain articles 
by getting each dealer to promise to quit if 
the others would. 

Dealers are in business for what there is 
in it. If price-cutting doesn’t bring trade 
which buys other goods at a profit, the 
dealer soon throws out the article he has 
been cutting and substitutes a competitor. 
The manufacturer who created and devel- 
oped the market loses. And the consumer 
loses. 

It is ifNlegal to agree not to sell, 
manufacturer may refuse to sell to a 
tributor because he doesn’t fancy the 
of his eyes. 

Salesmen should be selected with direct 
regard to their ability to put a stop to price- 
cutting in the territory which is assigned 
to them. 

When dealers are fully 
power of a trade-building advertising cam- 
paign to locate new buyers for advertised 
staples they will not cut on them. 

People Are Waiting. 

The salesman who comes to the dealer 
with suggestions, plans and methods for in- 
creasing his business by co-operating with 
the manufacturer's advertising plans (new 
business for manufacturer and dealer), can 
easily convince him of the folly of divert- 
ing an established demand, for a little time, 
by price-cutting. Twenty people are wait- 
ing to be asked to buy an article to each 
one who Knows its value and will be tempted 
by a cut price. 

Retail merchants’ associations know what 
the effects of price-cutting are. Sometimes 
retail grocers meet department store price- 
cutting. The department store has to make 
a profit and will stop cutting when there 
is nothine to be gained by it. 

The dealer who understands the power of 
advertising will not be a price-cutter. He 
will be a conservationist, not a pirate. He 
will push his business on service lines. 
Service brings him the good will and fixed 
habits of satisfied customers, 

No advertising and selling campaign of 
national scope can be considered complete 
unless the price to the customer has been 
fixed justly. 

Merchandise’ of universal distribution 
should be priced low, for two reasons. 1. 
Because the masses will not buy unless they 
get maximum value for their money. 2. 
While cost does not measure the value of 
goods to people who have money enough to 
gratify every desire, a low price does widen 
the distribution of any product, by bringing 
it within reach of the largest number of 
people. It fortifies the manufacturer against 
future competition. Nationa! advertising, sup- 
plemented by shrewd, competent salesman- 
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conscious of the

ship at the lowest cost, will hold a market 
once pre-empted. 

Why? Because national 
the cheapest salesmanship. 
tional advertiser can pay the highest sala- 
ries for the best salesmen and still keep 
his total selling cost under that of his com- 
petitors. , 

Goods marketed through 
distribution use advertising 
way, to benefit the final purchaser, the ad- 
vertiser, and the intermediaries in the plan 
of distribution. When goods become staples 
the cost of moving them is diminished to the 
least figure. They actually pay best every 
one who touches them. They are sold at a 
low price, to get the widest market. But 
they bear a sufficient margin to pay all 
whose services are needed in giving them 
effective distribution. This is the ideal con- 
dition. 

The lower the price to the 
Sumer, the less trouble the 
will have with price-cutting, the wider will 
be his market, and the more likely he will 
be to establish himself permanently in it. 
He must remember, though, that the laborer 
is worthy of his hire, that Staple conditions 
must be fostered, and that price maintenance 
is the mother and father of stability.

Attorney John E. McCleHand, former 


third ward alderman, appeared before 
‘the committee and tfeopened the Ivy 


street near beer zone question. The 
committee agreed to make an investi- 
gation into the matter, and advised 
Mr. McClelland to get his petition in 
shape for presentation at the next 
meeting of the committee. 

Not New Enterprises. 

Chairman A. R. Colcord explained, 
after the committee had granted the 
applications of the Beavers and Cen- 
tral clubs, that they were not new en- 
terprises. The Central club applica- 
tion was considered at the last meet- 
ing of the committee, at which time the 
point was raised by one of the mem- 
bers of the committee that the man- 
ager of the club had been arrested for 
violating the law and had been bound 
over by the recorder. The same point 
was raised against the Beavers club. 

The attorneys representing the clubs 
offered the testimony taken in each 
case. In the case against the Beavers 
the testimony was that a non-member 
secured a quart bottle of whisky from 
the cashier by paying $1.50 for it. The 
testimony also showed that the pur- 
chaser was a personal friend of the 
club cashier and that he allowed him to 
take the whisky from the club through 
mere courtesy. The evidence against 
the Central club was substantially the 
same, 

Members of the committee declared 
that they could find nothing in the tes- 
timony to eause them to change their 
decision to give the club a favorable 
report. 

Mayor James G. Woodward and 
members of council who are in favor 
of a liberal locker Club policy feel no 
apprehension over the possible outcome 

the investigation. which the club 
owners have asked the Fulton grand 
jury to make. 


Clubs Pay $8,000 Annually. 


Records in the tax office show that 
the clubs net the city approximately 
$8,900 annually in licenses, and the 
near beer dealers pay annual licenses 
of about $52,000. Should the grand jury 
decide to bring indictments against the 
Clubs the officers can give bond and 
operate pending trial. An indictment 
against a club will act as a barrier 
against injunction proceedings which 
cannot be brought pending the time the 
indictments are in abeyance. 

The $60,000 which the beer saloons 
and locker clubs pay the city of At- 
lanta has been put in the 1914 budget 
on the income side of the shéet, and 
should the clubs be closed by the courts 
the city will be short that amount and 
a number of improvement projects will 
necessarily have to be abandoned.

Bolling J anes Explains How OVER ONE THOUSAND. 
Atlanta Can Help Postoffice 


Postmaster Bolling H. Jones told the 
Ad Men's club yesterday at their lunch- 
eon at the Ansley hotel ten important 
ways in which they could co-operate 
with the postoffice service, ands help 
Atlanta secure the best in the country. 
At the close of his address the Ad 
Men passed a resolution indorsing the 
methods suggested by the postmaster, 
and pledged him their hearty support 
in getting the public to comply with 
his suggestions. 

The most vital suggestion made by 
him was that business men see to it 
that their letters are signed and in the 
postoffice by 2 o’clock in the afternoon, 
so that the clerks can get the letters 
off on the afternoon trains. “At pres- 
ent,”’ said the postmaster, “you Dusiness 
men of Atlanta are not seeing to it that 
your mail is put in the box until 6 
o’clock in the evening, and the result is 
that every day,. between the hours of 
6 and 7 o'clock in the evening, there are 
over 150,000 letters piled up on. the 
clerks, and that is the time that most 
of the trains are leaving the city that 
your day’s mail should be on.” 

Other points made by the postmaster 
were: 

1, Cut slots in door for the reception 
of mail, so the carrier can deliver same 
if door is closed. 

2. Residences should have receptacles 
at the front door to receive mail in or- 
der not to keep postman waiting at 
each door. 

3. Place the stamps in the upper 
right-hand corner of a letter, as this

FOUND IN TRASH PILE 


Macon Man Has Electrotype 
From Which Confederate 
Bills Were Printed. 


Macon. Ga., February 12.—(Special.) 
Oscar W. Hays, a local contractor, has 
in his possession one of the old electro- 
types from which the confederate bills 
of the denomination of $1,000 were 
printed, and it is generally conceded 
here that should he care to dispose of 
it he would be able to realize a good 
sum of money from some collector or 
historical society. 

Mr. Hays found the electrotype in a 
barrel of trash, but is considerably 
mystified to know how it happened to 
be there. During the days of the con- 
federacy the money was printed at 
Columbia, 8S. C.. and Richmond, Va. 
The present possessor of the treasure 
has written those in charge of the 
Battle Abbey at Richmond to deter- 
what the value of the “cut” is 
a market value for it,

Washington, February 12.—John G. 
Milburn, counsel for the New York 
stock exchange, finished his statement 
today before the senate banking cam- 
mittee at its hearing gn the’ Dill of 
Senator Owen to regulate stock ex- 
changes, 

He objected to the unrestricted re- 
quirement that before the securities of 
any corporation shall be listed on the 
stock exchange the directors shall file 
with the exchange a statement as to 


the nature and value of the assets of. 


the corporation, together with other in- 
formation as to its business, including 
copies of all contracts and agreements 
affecting the securties. 

The discussion led into a mention of 
the New York, New Haven And Hart- 
ford railroad affairs. Senator. Hitch- 
cock used the word “stealing.” 

“Don’t Call It Stealing.” 

“Don’t call it stealing,” said Mr. 
Milburn. : , ' 

“Oh, let’s call things by their right 
names,” interjected Senator Nelson. 
“It’s the meanest kind of stealing. The 
man who breaks into my house is an 
honest man in comparison.” 

Mr. Milburn said too much legisla- 
tion was taking away from the indi- 
vidual his vigor and the sense of neces- 
sity for fighting his own battles. 

The requirement in the bill that 
members of the exchange should keep 
books of account of all transactions 
open at all times to the inspection of 
the postmaster general, he said, was 
unreasonable. 

Senator Hitchcock askead why it 
would not be a good thing to have the 
postmaster general examine the books 
of all candidates for the United States 
senate to see how they made their 
fortunes. 

Mr. Milburn replied that he could see 
no stopping place. 

Mr. Milburn defended the operations 
in California petroleum, which had been 
cited by Samuel Untermyer as an ex- 
ample of manipulation of stocks Dy 
the New York stock exchange, con- 
tending the operations were simply to 
steady the market and were fMegiti- 
mate. 


Improper Dealfngs Alleged. 


Mr. Untermyer replied to statements 

representatives of the stock ex- 
change. He declared improper dealings 
were permitted on the exchange, but 
that to correct them. would involve the 
sacrifice of large profits. He especially 
condemned loaning a customer's stocks 
to facilitate short sales. He said that 
was the invariable custom of the ex- 
change. 

Representatives of the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Boston Stock

Theodore Douglas Robinson, 
state chairman, presided. 

The former president was not men- 
tioned by name. He was referred, to 
by Jonas S. Van Duser, of Elmira, in 
launching the boom, as “the gentleman 
in South America.” Mr. Van Duser 
urged that the party work without 
taking that gentleman into its confi- 
dence and give him a “surprise” on his 
return home. In the interest of tne 
party he would not refuse the nomina- 
tion, the speaker thought, and his ac- 
ceptance would mean a sweeping vic- 
tory for progressives in this state this 
year and a national progressive 
triumph in 1916. 

George W. Perkins, addressing the 
meeting, foresaw progressive success 
in nation and state. 

The committee reaffirmed the de- 
cision of the Syracuse convention of 
1912, favoring a constitutional conven- 
tion, and adopted a resolution against 
fusion with any party in selecting 
delegates to such a convention 

The committee deferred decision on 
the suggestion that a negro should be 
selected as the nominal head of the 
negro progressives of the state. It 
Was agreed that it should be ascer- 
tained first whether the large negro 
vote, said to be allied with the party, 
intends to remain with it.

Mrs. Wilson Pins Eagle Badges 
on Five Boys—Bryan En- 
tertains the Scouts. 


Washington, *° February 12.—What 
was declared to be the most success- 
ful convention since the organization 
of the Boy Scouts of America, was 
brought to a close here tonight with a 
flourish of speeches. Business, ad- 
dresses and receptions had occupied 
but a single day. The scouts and their 
leaders, more than one hundred strong, 
were entertained by Secretary Bryan, 
personally representing the president, 
who was confined to his bedroom with 
a cold; Secretary Daniels, of the navy 
department, and other officers of the 
nation. Without exception the move- 
ment was lauded as possessing great 
possibilities for good service to the 
coming generation. 

Mrs. Wilson pinned on five boys ea- 
gle ‘badges, the highest honor which 
the organization confers on its mem- 
bers. To secure an eagle badge it is 
tantra A that the boy scaut shall have 
previously won twenty-one badges, 
each the mark of merit in some in- 
dividual line of accomplishment. 

“When the country wakes up, there 
will be a chair of scouting in every 
university and a secretary of scouting 
in the cabinet,” declared Ernest 
Thompson Seton, chief scout, at the 
business session of the council 

“Every one now Knows that boys 
are not born bad, but are made bad 
by evil surroundings. It is up to the 
people to end this destruction of our 
most precious national resource.” 

Mr. Seton declared that already the 
boy scout movement was jammed with 
boys and that many were turned away 
because of the scarcity of men lead- 
ers. “Give us men to lead the boys 
and we will carry out our work so 
completely that within ten years the 
jails will be empty and abandoned,” he 
pleaded, 

The speaker assailed business men 
for their apparent non-interest. “Talk 
of conserving our resources,” he ex- 
claimed. “What resources have we to 
compare with our young men? The na- 
tion itself is dependent upon them.” 

Secretary Bryan today praised the 
scout leaders for the excellent work 
they were doing in training boys in the 
right direction and helping them to de- 
velop those qualities of body, mind and 
spirit which would make them valuable 
citizens. 

Secretary Daniels said it was the 
“greatest thing in the world for grown 
men to keep in touch with the enthusi- 
asm of youth.” 

With the exception of religion, he 
added, the two things in life worth 
while were enthusiasm and initiative. 

James E. West, chief scout executive, 
reported on the growth of the move- 
ment. He said he had learned that the 
national socialist party had investigat- 
ed the several boy scout organizations 
in this country and compiled a circular 
favorable to the movement. He recom- 
mended that the country be divided 
into eight districts with a field man 
in charge of each.

Heavily Guarded, Raine Is 
Arraigned and Enters a 
Plea of Not Guilty. 


Memphis, Tenn., Febriary 12.—C. 
Hunter Raine, president of the defunct 
Mercantile bank which closed its doors 
Monday as the result of the alleged de- 
falcations of the president, estimated 


to reach $788,000, entered a plea of not 
guilty when arraigned in criminal 
court today. Raine previously had 
pleaded guilty when arrested on a 
bench warrant charging embezzlement. 

Because of letters threatening the 
life of Raine, received by_the sheriff 
and the prisoner, unusual precautions 
weré taken to protect the banker when 
he was brought into court. Only per- 
sons who could get seats were permit- 
ted in the courtroom. 

Following his plea of not guilty, 
Raine was returned to his cell in the 
county jail. ‘The bond of $250,000, fix- 
ed by Criminal Judge Palmer at the 
time of his arrest, was permitted to 
stand, but no move was made by the 
prisoner to give security. Attorneys 
G. Evans and T. K. Riddick, 
two of the leading lawyers of the city, 
have been retained by Mr. Raine. 

The audit of the bank’s books, which 
is necessary to shdw the present condi- 
tion of the resources, it is stated, will 
not be completed for several days. 

The grand jury which is investigat- 
ing the wrecking of the bank will re- 
sume its work tomorrow. Attorney 
General Z. N. Estes, in a statement to- 
day, declared that on the report of the 
state superintendent of banks hinged 
additional prosecution. 

“Bank Superintendent Hutton will 
report to me, as he is required to do 
under the law. Unless I get data from 
the examiner I cannot take action. 
Suits should be brought to recover 
losses in the failure. I shall advise 
him to that effect,” said Mr. Estes. 


ACID TEST PROVIDED 
BY CURRENCY MEASURE 


Philadelphia, February 12.—United 
States Senator John W. Weeks, of Mas- 
sachusetts, member of the senate com- 
mittee on banking and currency, speak- 
ing today before the convention of 
eastern Pennsylvania bankers, declar- 
ed that while the new currency law 
provides adequately for a long overdue 
regeneration of the nation’s financial 
system it is one which, in yes nnal ad- 
ministration, will provide an acid test 
of the Ameriéean business currency.

One of the afternoon 
papers appeared on the streets on time, 
the other being delayed somewhat be- 
cause its emergency crew was not fa- 
miliar with machinery recently install- 
ed.

The publishers issued a statement to 
the effect that the stereorypers were 
urged to delay their demands until Sep- 
tember 15. This was refused, as was 
also a proposition to arbitrate.

Louisville, Ky., February 12.—That 
he told examiners of the interstate 
commerce commission they would have 
to “lick” him before they could stand 
over his desk and supervise his work, 
but that the statement “we refused 
files to you people before and are not 
in jail yet” was falsely attributed to 
him were declarations made tonight in 
a telegram sent by ’. Li. Mapother, 
first vice president of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, to Senator John 
Sharp Williams, in Washington. The 
telegram was in answer to charges 
that Mr. Mapother openly had defied 
the commission's agents when they at- 
tempted to carry out the Senate's or- 
ders to investigate the road’s affairs. 

Mr. Mapother admitted to ejecting 
two of the examiners from a file room, 
but said he did it after the conduct of 
the examiners had become such that no 
self-respecting man could submit to it. 
“I did denounce their methods as ‘Rus- 
sian spy tactics,’ and such they were,” 
he said. 

Mr. Mapother asserted he had aided 
the examiners until they demanded the 
right to take possession of every file 
in his offices. He then insisted on the 
privilege of examining them to see if 
any contained communications between 
the company’s representatives and its 
attorneys. These, he asserted, he was 
advised, were privileged, and had been 
the subject of correspondence between 
the commission and the general coun- 
sel of the road. 

Files Helating to Passes. 

“Every file relating to passes,” said 
Mr.-Mapother, “had been turned over to 
them until vesterday when I informed 
them that, as the matter was in court, 
each side should stand upon its rights 
and they could only examine files re- 
lating to passes since January 1, 1911, 
the date fixed by the senate resolution. 

“The statement that I boasted that 
we had refused files betore and were 
not jailed yet is wholly untrue. The 
examiners attempted virtually to take 
possession of my office and watch every 
movement of myself and clerks. To 
this I refused to submit.” 

Mr. Mapother concluded by protest- 
ing against the reported determination 
to rush the adoption of a resolution 
providing for the appointment of a 
senate committee to aid the committee 
in the Louisville and Nashville inquiry 
until the courts have settled the ex- 
tent of the powers of the commission 
in reference to “a wholesale search and 
seizure of a citizen’s private papers.”
